INSTRUCTIONS FOR SUBMISSION OF AN APPLICATION
FOR PAYMENT OF DIVIDENDS FROM UNCLAIMED FUNDS

If the applicant is an individud, attach a photocopy of your current drivers' license. If you do not have
acurrent vaid drivers' license, other identification which contains a photograph and current address
AND a copy of your socia security card isrequired. [The license or other documents provide proof of
ownership of unclaimed funds]. SEE PRIVACY NOTE BELOW. |If the gpplicant is a corporation,
attach documents which establish the right to payment or, if the applicant is not the origind corporate
creditor, documents which establish the proper chain of ownership of the claim from the origina
corporate creditor.

For dl applicants.

1. Submit a completed Application directly to the Court.

2. Attach to the Application a certificate of service evidencing that a copy of the Application
has been mailed to the proper office of the United States Attorney for the Eastern Didtrict of Texas (as
determined by the case number) pursuant to Title 28 U.S.C. §82042. Notice to the United States
Attorney isrequired in ALL instances. [A sample certificate is attached].

3. Attach a proposed Order. [A sample Order is attached].

4. Attach proof of ownership as described above. Thisis particularly important when the
gpplicant is different from the creditor listed in the Court’ s records.

For clamants in multiple cases, a separate Application must be prepared for each case with dl the
above requirements attached to each Application.

Unclaimed funds on deposit with the Court for 5 years are identified quarterly and transferred to the
United States Treasury. However, these funds may till be claimed using these ingructions.

All indications of fraud will be promptly forwarded to the United States Attorney for review.

A database of dl unclaimed fundsis available for viewing without charge on the website of the Court a
www.txeb.uscourts.gov. Click on “Reports’ and scroll down to the Unclaimed Funds Database.

Privacy Note Because documents filed with the Court are available through the Internet, the Court is
committed to the protection of persond identification information. Therefore, it is recommended that an
individua gpplicant’s driver’s license number contained in the Application be blacked out for privacy
congderations. It isaso recommended that al but the [ast four digits of a Socia Security number be
blackened, for the same privacy reasons.
